Seeks Academic 
Freedom Here

EDMONTON (CP)—Dr: Boris 
Dotsenko, a ranking Soviet 
nuclear scientist, said Thursday 
night he has applied to remain 
permanently in Canada because 
in this country he can find aca- 
demic freedom. 


Dr. Dotsenko, 41, is a former 
chief nuclear scientist at the 
Ukrainian Academy of Science 
in Kiev. He came to the Univer- 
sity of Albérta a year ago on a 
research grant, having been 
granted 10 months’ leave from 
his latest appointment as head 
of the nuclear laboratory at 
Kiev State University in the 
U.S.S.R. : 

Dr. Dotsenko said in an inter- 
view that since he applied to/ 
the Canadian immigration 
department for permanent resi- 
dent status, he has been visited 
by two representatives of the 
Soviet embassy at Ottawa. 

“They tried hard. tp persuade | 
me to go back. They said I 
would be safe in the Soviet 
Union. . .. | 

“T told them I was staying) 
here. I would not go back to the 
Soviet Union, that’s for sure.” 


GRANT EXTENSION 


Dr. Dotsenko said he applied/ 
to the Canadian immigration} 
department two months ago 
and was granted a one-year 
extension of his stay in Canada. 
Immigration authorities told 
him they would consider his 
application for permanent resi-

Dr. Dotsenko came to 
Edmonton under an exchange 
agreement between the Univer-| 
sity, of Alberta and Kiev Uni- 
versity.

business community makes of it, 
nothing more, nothing less.” 

But apart from all its facets, 
it represents an encouraging dem- 
onstration of the ability of 54 coun- 
tries to hammer out an agreement 
which will be of demonstrable bene- 
bit to them and to world prosperity 
in general. Those effects are now 
under way.

Cold Economics for Quebec

HILE certain public men. ~.-ab- 

stractly discuss what the economic 
situation would be in an independent 
Quebec, we are already. at grips with a 
difficult economic situation that should 
be given the immediate attention of 
those in government and of responsible 
citizens. ... 


The first indication comes to us in a 
very instructive article published in La 
Presse of Saturday under the signature 
of Maurice Giroux... ’ 


* Tn. 1959, investment in industry in 
Ontario amounted to $150 per capita 
compared with $100 in Quebec. In 1967, 
the margin, far from diminishing, was 
accentuated. Everything indicates that 
for the current year the average in 
Ontario will be $211 per capita compared 
with $150 in Quebec. 


In absolute figures, the difference is. 
even greater in view of*Ontario’s larger 
population. The total of manufacturing 
investment in Ontario will be of the 
order of $1,800,000,000, while that. in 
Quebec will barely amount. to $858,000,- 
000, a decrease of $56,000,000 from 1966. 


Double Reality 


Only a thorough study of all the 
factors involved in such a_ situation 
would provide an explanation of the 
trend. There can be no doubt; however, 
that the figures remind us of a double 
reality which we have a tendency to 
forget too easily....We absolutely need 
investments not only from the interior 
but also from the exterior in order to 
maintain what we have and to.catch up 
in the industrial field. -And these 
investments will ... orlly come if we 
know how to attract them by a 
combination of conditions among which 
economic competence of the Quebec 
government and political stability figure 
prominently, whether we like that or not, 

A second indication is supplied us 
by none other than Mr, Paul Dofois, 
Quebec’s finance minister. :

No one can give a precise mathemati- 


cal answer to these questions. Already’ 


we know,. without being able to cite 
names publicly, that decisions important 
to the economic future of Quebec have 
either been cancelled, deferred or 
modified’ as a result of the uncertain 
policy of the government and of the 
general climate in Quebec. ... 

Under the circumstances, the present 
government should be urged to make 
known clearly its adviée on the situation 
and to defince precisely the line of 
conduct it pians-to follow not only on 
economic matters but also on political 
questions. These two aspects of our 
collective destiny are indissolubly linked. 
Tf we continue to dissociate them in the 
dcbates on our future, it will mean for us 
either stagnation or collapse.

HE British government is becoming 

cautiously optimistic about the pos- 
sibility of restoring diplomatic relations 
with the United Arab Republic. 

Despite pressure from Egyptian 
extremists clamoring for aggressive 
action, President Nasser is understood to 
be showing signs of a greater readiness 
to co-operate. Foreign Secretary George 
Brown has been in frequent and friendly 
contact ‘with the Egyptian leader in 
recent weeks directly and, through 
_intermediaries. 

A major move in the “‘let’s be friends 
again”, campaign will be the visit -to 
Cairo of Sir Harold Beeley, a former 
British Ambassador in Cairo. Sir Harold, 
now in Geneva, is expected to fly to 
Egypt withing the next few-weeks, 

Reports current in diplomatic circles 
suggest that. Col, Nasser, who is a 
diabetic, is anxious to leave office at an 
opportune moment. 

Egypt broke off diplomatic relations 
in December 1965 a month after 
Rhodesia’s illegal declaration of indepen- 
dence. - —— 

Along with a more accommodating 
attitude toward Britain, President 
Nasser appears to be more favorably 
disposed toward a settlement of the 
conflict between Arabs and Israelis in 
the Middle East: Diplomatic recognition 
of Israel by the Arab is not envisaged 
but there would be a formal end to the 
state of belligerency and serious negotia- 
tions cn frontier and security co-issues. 

Reports from non-aligned countries 
suggest that Egypt is also considering 
plans for reopening the Suez Canal. 
Factors favoring an Anglo-Egyptian 

rapprochement include the beginning of 
the Egyptian withdrawal from the 
Yemen and the acceleration of British 
plans for evacuating Aden. Any sign of 
appeasement of Col. Nasser, however, 
would arouse criticism within Britain's 
Conservative party, which has accused 
the Labor government of debasing itsclf 


Somewhere out in space are there other civilizations communicating with one 


another through powerful radio signals?

LONDON—A mysteri- 
ous new astronomical dis- 
covery is boosting specu- 
lation about the likeli- 
hood of other civilizations 
in the universe. 

Powerful radio signals with 
surprising properties have 
been detected coming from a 
number of points Within our 
galaxy. An American scien- 
tist, Professor Alan Barrett, 
of the’ Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, has wondered 
if these signals could be part 
of a “vast interstellar com- 
munications network” on 
which we have stumbled. 

Astronomers hastily: empha- 
size the tenuous nature of 
these speculations. Neverthe- 
less, in a program about the 
possibilities -of extra-terres- 
trial civilizations which the 


BBC broadcast last night 
(entitled “‘Where is Every- 
body?"), Fred Hoyle, pro- 


fessor of astronomy at Cam- 
bridge, firmly argued. his 
conviction that we are not 
alone. in the universe: the 
main problem, he said, is 
“how. to get Ourselves into the 
galactic. telephone directory." 
Whatever their. significance, 
the strange galactic signals 
are currently the focus of 
intense scientific debate. They 
appear to be coming from 
extremely small volumes of 
space — certainly no larger 
than our planetary system. 
Attempts to measure these 
sources have now led to a 
difficult and ambitious radio 
astronomy experiment, a hook- 
up between the giant radio- 
telescope at Jodrell Bank and 
radio-telescopes in Mass a- 
chusetts and in California. 


Combine Signals 


The hook-up is 
attempted by making simul- 
taneous recordings of the 
signals in Britain and the 
United. States. One set of 
magnetic tapes is then flown 
across the Atlantic jand the 
two sets of signals are now 
being combined by a 
computer. This-should give a 
more precise indication of the 
size of the sources. 

The most favored theory is 
that. the signals are being

generated by some kind of. 
gigantic natural..maser. Just 
as lasers emit an intense 
beam of light. at a_ single 
frequency, masers emit a 
single-frequency radio beam. 

The energy is emitted by 
violently vibrating molecules: 
the frequency of these cosmic 
radio signals indicates that 
they are being emitted by 
vibrating molecules of OH, an 
electrically charged gas con- 
sisting of linked oxygen and 
hydrogen atoms. 


Clouds of Gas | 


Tenuous clouds of this gas 
are thought to be thinly 
dispersed through the  uni- 
verse, and it was a search for 
evidence of -this which re- 
vealed the “OH masers.” 
About 50 of these pin-points of 
intense radiation Have now 
been found. 

The maser theory is backed 
by various special character- 
istics of this radiation, includ- 
ing the intensity of the energy 
coming from a small source, 
an@ the fact that the energy is 
confined to single frequencies. 

Even the most romantic 
astronomers agree that these 
cosmic radio  masers are 
moré*likely to be a natural 
phenomenon — even though it 
is still quite obscure how they 
could work. They are always 
found“ near very hot stars, 
whose light and. other radia- 
tion may pump energy into an 
OH gas tloud, exciting the OH 
molecules so that they re-emit 
the energy by maser action as 
a coherent radio signal, 

But Professor Barrett, re- 
viewing these developments in 
“Science,” says that the 
phenomenon would be a 
“prime candidate’. for inter- 
stellar signalling, since OH is 
destributed all over the uni- 
verse. He recommends that 
the signals should be analysed 
for any systematic . variations 
which could indicate that the 
radio waves are carrying 
some form of message. 

Such messages, he says, 
would not necessarily be 
directed at us. Granting the 


possibility of other eh ed 
tions- in the galaxy — 

speculation which Fictesior 
Barrett says has now passed 


“well beyond the realm—ef——— 


science fiction’’ — the first 
evidence of interstellar com- 
munication would be ‘‘our 
detection of a vast interstellar 
communications network, 
which would someday accept 
us. as its newest member. Is it 
possible that we are getting 
close?"’ 

Meanwhile, the earth's own 
radio traffic is threatening to 
drown out these tenuous radio 
signals from the cosmos, and 
radio astronomers regard it 
as a matter of the utmost 
urgency to protect some of 
the crucial frequencies on a 
world-wide basis. 

The OH masers are opera- 
ting on a frequency in a radio 
band already allocated to a 
number of terrestrial serv- 
ices, including taxis —in—Bul- 
garia,. ambulances in the 
United Arab Republic, fire 
engines in Russia, and to 
meteorological aids and satel- 
lites all over the world. 


In TV Bands 


Other crucial frequencies — 
for example those needed to 
study the most distant regions 
of the universe and examine 
the still mysterious ‘‘quasars”’ 
— lie in bands alocated to 
television. At a 1963 meeting 
of the International Telecom- 
munications Union, one impor- 
tant frequency was protected, 
and -it was agreed ‘to: make 
efforts to Keep some others 
clear. 

But radio astronomers say 
that there must be_ much 
more rigorous © “frequency 
conservation,’”’ and in Britain, 
a_ scientific committee is 
already preparing recommen- 
dations for the next ITU 
meeting in 1969. 4 

If nothing is done, many of 
the most significant lines of 
research in radio astronomy 


could soon be silenced by the 


radio bedlam with which we 
are surrounding the earth. It 
would be ironic if the first 
communication from a distant 
civilization was swamped by a 
Bulgarian taxi driver.

Special Characteristics 
Of the Bottom Fishes 


By DR. CLIFFORD CARL

Fishes which normally live on the bottom or 
in close association with the bottom usually 
develop special characteristics which fit them 
for their mode of life. In 
other words they diversify 
along lines which adapt 
them to conditions found on 
or near the bottom, but 
since the type of bottom 
differs widely the end 
result is a multiplicity of 
forms. 

Fishes on rocky ground 
ere-usually of stocky build 
with a short robust body 
and a broad héad, Such are Cart 
the sculpins, a large group of fishes found in 
most parts of the world in both salt and fresh 
water. 

In habit they tend to rest upon the bottom 
remaining in one place for quite long periods 
but capable of making rapid spurts. when 
necessary. Most are marked with blotches, 
spots or tands-of color in such a way that the 
body outline is broken up and the fish is most 
difficult to—distinguish from its surroundings. 
The camouflage may be enhanced by the large 
fan-like fins sometimes with fringed edges or 
with decorative filaments. 

The color pattern works two ways; it helps 
hide the fish from potential predators but at 
the same time it masks the fish from its 
quarry. Inthe latter case when a victim 
comes within striking distance a sudden rush 
and a quick opening of the mouth is all that is 
necessary. to. make a capture. 

The anglers, a similar group. of bottom 
loving fishes found on the Atlantic coast, 
one better’ in food capture. These ciation 
each have a specially developed projection on 
the head which acts as a fishing rod complete 
with line and lure. When a simall fish is 
attracted close enough by the ‘bait’ the 


angler need only open its mouth with a snap in 
order to engulf the foolish one. 

The pricklebacks and blennies, found 
commonly on a bouldery -beach, have. an 
entirely different type of body form, yet it 
suits them well for living on the bottom. They 
are long, slender and rather eel-like, a shape 
which allows them to wind their way -among 
the rocks and to wriggle into spaces between 
and under them. 

An added feature is the ability to live out of 
water for considerable periods of time — long 
enough to survive in damp cavities beneath 
boulders when the tide is out even on .a_hot 
day. 

A temporary inhabitant of the same habitat 
is the midshipman or singing-fish. Shaped very 
much like a big-headed sculpin this fellow 


ordinarily lives on the bottom in relatively 
- Geep water but in the spring pairs move in to 


the intertidal zone to spawn. The site selected 
is usually.a eavity beneath a rock, Here the 
pea-sized eggs are attached to the under 
surface ‘of the rock which forms the ceiling for 
the retreat and here the male stands guard 
until the young hatch. '

The fish’s presence above the low tide level 
would not be suspected: if it were not for the 
fact that he usually makes a grunting sound 
when disturbed by a passer-by. The ‘“‘song’’ is 
somewhat ventriloquial, but a systematic 
search, often reveals the source. Study~ has 
showf that the sound is produced by vibrations 
of the swim bladder — an organ which usually 
helps_a fish maintain its buoyancy. In bottom- 
loving species, however. this structure is either 
wanting or—is—modified for another use —-a 
further example of versatility in this group of 
fishes.

The blame, he said, can be 
laid to the electronic media, 
particularly television, In 
about five years the ‘‘drop-out 
generation” will produce the 
“drop-out exécutive.”

This far-out explanation of the 
causes of ‘The Great Crash” 
— which never occurred to 
John Kenneth Galbraith in his 
béok of the same name— 
was immediately linked to the 
present. 

Television (along with other 
electronic media) has _ pro- 
duced another ‘‘drop-out gen- 
eration.”’ It refuses to special- 
ize, lacks direction, has no 
interest in special skills. 
Therefore, he said, when this 
group takes over leadership of 
industry, a depression has to 
follow.

EDMONTON (CP)—Dr. Boris 
IDo tsenko, a ranking Soviet 
nuclear scientist, said Thursday 
night he has applied to remain 
permanently in Canada because 
in this country he can find aca- 
demic freedom. 

Dr. Dotsenko, 41, is a former 
chief nuclear scientist at the 
Ukrainian Academy of Science 
in Kiev. He came to the Univer- 
sity of Alberta a year ago on a 
research grant, having been 
granted 10 months’ leave from 


laboratory at 
the 


of the nuclear 
Kiev State University in 
U.S.S.R. 

-Dr. Dotsenko said in an inter- 
view that since he applied to 
the Canadian immigration 
department for permanent resi-

scientific research.” 

Dr. Dotsenko said too much} 
control was exercised on Soviet} 
scientists by other authorities. 
Lines of endeavor could be die- 
tated and the search for scien- 
tific “truth” was often-hirfered 
by cosiderations of how a piece| 
of research might affect, for 
example by contradicting, the 
work of other researchers.

Poled Cat Isn't Worth Man's Life 


Spokesmen for the . fire 
department and the SPCA 
said today it is unthinkable to 
risk a man’s life to get a‘cat . 
down from a telephone pole. 

A city man received a 6,900- 
volt electric shock while re- 
moving his cat from the pole 
in front of his house. Thurs- 
day. 

The fire department and the 
SPCA had both refused to do 
the job. 

In fairly good condition at 
St. Joseph's Hospital is Allan 
Williams, 31, of 433 Kingston. 
He has burns on his scalp,

back, heels and ankles. 

He rescued the cat and was 
removing the aluminum 
ladder when it touched the 
live wire. He was thrown to 
the ground but the circuit 
kept sending current into him 
until the fuse was blown. 

Mr. Williams and his family 


moved into their home two’ 


days ago. Mrs. Williams said 
the cat was up the-pole all 


night crying: 
“I ‘phoned the fire depart- 
ment and they said they 


didn't do that any more. When 
I phoned (the SPCA) I was 


told they didn’t have any 
facilities for it.” 

Fire Chief Eric Simmons 
said it is department policy 
not to use firefighters to 
remove cats. 

“Ttis a-fact they-will-come 
down when they're ready to 
come down. 

“Tt would be ridiculous to 
endanger the life of a fireman 
to get.a cat that will come 
down on its own eventualty.” 

David Beeching, SPCA 
manager, said cats can stay 
up a pole or a tree for as long 
as seven days without coming 


to harm and normally a cat 
gets down on its own. 

He said the best tactic to 
follow is to place some food 
on the ground beneath the 
animal and stay away from it, 

“The cat is up there for 
security and will come down 
when it feels safe.” 

He said that on-occasion the 
SPCA has rescted a‘ cat, 
given it to its owner who 
placed it- on-the-ground and 
the animal has ~ gone _ right 
back up the pole. 

Mr. Beeching Said a man 
was electrocuted on the main- 


land about a year ago when 
he went up a power pole to 
rescue a cat and “people have 
no business taking chances 
around telephone or power 
poles.” 

He said the SPCA in some 
exceptional cases has brought 
cats down from heights but it 
is not policy to assist. He said 
the RSPCA’ follows the same 
policy. 

Mrs. Williams commented 
after the incident: “‘After- all 
this, as far as‘I'm concerned 
if a cat gets stuck up a tree it 
can stay there.”
